By the Canada from Liverpool the 
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California Union State Convention. 

A call has been issued by the Union Cen- 
tral Committee for a State Convention td: 
assemble at Sacramente on the 25th instant. to 
elect delegates to the National Convention 
which will mominate a candidate for the Presi- 
dency. to be supported by the loyal masses of 
the nation at the ensuing election. 

In California as in other States, there will 
be a close contest between the friends, more 
especially of President Liecoln, and Secretary 
Chase.. While the interests of the nation will 
probably receive a due share of attention from 
the politicians, the usnal contest between the 
office-seekere and the office-holders—the ins 
and the eute—may reasonably be expected. 
A little leaven of unadultered patriotism— 
and unselfish devotion to the country’s wel- 
fare—would do no harm and might do much 
good—in leavening the whole lump. 

Although the State Supreme Court has de- 
eided that soldiers who enlisted to serve their 
country and gave the highest evidence of good 
citizenship, are not entitled to vote for State 
or County officers, there is nothing in the 
decision much less in common sense, which 
would exclude them for voting for President. 
We thiak it.not improbable that the present 
Legistature of California will pass a law. 
which will not be obnoxious to the Constitu- 
tion even as interpreted by the Supreme 
Courtpand which will recognize the rights of 
the California Volunteers to bave their say as 
to who shall be the next President. Whether 
they de or not there is no legal or Constitu- 
tional restriction to the undoubted right of 
the soldiers to be heard in the National Con- 
vention. No Joyal State or National Conven- 
tion. we are sure, would ever question their 
right to represehtation, however mach a loyal 
Supreme Court may rule out their votes at a 
general election, on Constitutional grounds. 
Would it not be wel). then. for the California 
Volunteers here to elect some suitable person 
to attend the Sacramento State Convention 
and represent the soldiers of Utah. It may 
be tmpracticable to send a delegate from here 
for that purpose, but there would be no im- 
propriety in confering the power to cast their 
vote. upon some undoubtedly. loyal citizen of 
California. who would reflect their views. 


MUNDAY MOM 


Was it Murder, or Justifiable Homicide. 


The killing of Dives on the night of the 3d 
inst. by the police. has excited a good deal of 
comment and no little feeling. Thata man 
should be brutal!y shot down in the public 
streets at 8or9 o'clock in the evening, al- 
though a crimiaal, is an event which gives 
rise to question, whether any man’s life is 
safe? We had hoped titat a full investigation 
would be had, and if no justification appeared. 
that the guilty parties would be named and 
brought to punishment. In another colamn 
will be found a remarkable document which 
purporis to be tlie verdict of the Coroner’s 
jary. It is remarkable, from the fact that the 
jury studiously avoids mentioning any names. 
From it. it is impossible ‘to learn who fired 
the fatal shots, and altbotgh the justification 
given fails to meet either the legal or moral 
requirements of the cage, nobody is even cen- 
sured, much jess denounced, as guilty of a 
high offence. Is life held so lightly here by 
the authorities, that a jnry can look calmly on 
and smile, and smile again, while bloody mur- 
der walks the streets? 

The verdict says that the “Warden of the 
Penitertiary instructed the police to arrest 
the said Virlum Dives, dead or alive.”’ Who 
is the Warden that he thus issues his mandate 
to the police to murder petty criminals fg the 
public streets? “Whence does he obtain this 
enormous power over the lives of men com- 
mitted to his charge ? How is it that he allows 
convicts to walk out of his guard house with- 
out let or hindrance, and then issues his ful- 
minations agajnst them? Strange tales have 
come to our ears as to the doings in that 
Peniteniiary—and out of jt. How is it that 
criminals of high and low degree, are seen 
npos the streets at night—ransack and rob 
publiie buildiogs, visit their homes, and go 
whither they list and when they please? And

“dénd Or alive To ‘say the least, there 
seems to be gross and wanton neglect on the 
-partof that Warden, and aa assumption of 
authority which the law does not vest in him 
or any other mortal under the broad canopy 
of- Heaven. Let the Grand Jury look into this 
matter, and on their oaths answer for the life 
of this petty coaviet. 

The verdict proceeds to recite that Dives: 
on being discovered by the valiant police. ran 
about sixty rods. and failing to stop when 
asked to do so, “the Captain of Police ordered 
his posse to fire apon” him ; and so they did, 
Dives falling dead in his tracks. Who, we 
would ask, is this Captain of Police. who 
orders men shot down like brutes? Why is 
his name not given? Is it because (as we 
have heard intimated) the Captain of Police 
is none other than the veritable Justice bim- 
self, who was the acting Coroner in this very 
case? Or was some other body elected at 
the last apology for an election. to which we 
adverted a few days since? We know not, 
but we think the jury has rendered a most 
strange verdict in a most strange case. It 
will not do to say that Dives was an outlaw. 
a bad man, a notorious thief, an escaped con- 
vict, a desperate man. The law does not visit 
death on men for any or all of these reasons, 

uch less does it put arms in the hands of the 
(lice for such use in such cases. Unless all 
other means of re-capture failed, the killing 
of Dives was not only unnecessary but was 
wanton murder. There is no evidence that he 
resisted the officers. Even if be had, only 
such resistance a8 would put them in danger 
of their lives, would justify the taking of life. 
He ran, it is true, and who would not? Why 
did the police cease pursuit after sixty rods. 
und then commence their deadly work? It 
may be, as is claimed, that society is better off 
with Dives dead than with Dives alive ; still 
we protest society, nor the police. nor yet the 
vigilant Warden of the Penitentiary, has any 
right thus to take human life. 

We are informed on good authority, that 
while severa! of the police were on the lookout 
for Dives, one of them passed close by him on 
the pubjic highway and recognized the convict 
Instead of arresting him~on the spot, as was 
bis duty, he passed on until he found his 
comrades, and then they all started in pur- 
suit of the victim. Was the valiant officer 
afraid of the cronching and cringing runaway, 
that he failed io his bounden duty. until rein- 
forced? and is Dives the victim of the ua- 
manly fears of the city’s gnardians*® Verily 
it looks so. But. it is said, Dives was a deg 
perate man. Yea. but itis the duty of the 
police to arrest, confine and punish desperate 
men, not to shoot them down like dogs. With 
the lights before us we are constrained to be- 
lieve that there has been a gross outrage com- 
mitted, not so much on Virlum Dives, as 
upon society itself. When Mr. Warden gets 
tired feeding and caring for his prisoners, or. 
when for any cause, it may be his interest or 
wish to put aconvict out of the way, how 
easy to have the prison key within reach, or 
loosen a bar, and when the poor victim. 
tempted by liberty, seeks safety in flight, to 
issue his mandate “shoot bim on sight.” The 
precedent established in this case, and winked 
at by the Coroner and jury, is open to the 


groseest abuses, even if this case be not one | P 


of them. We think the good name of the 
city police demands that this matter be fully 
investigated, and if,as they claim, they are 
blameless, let it appear in proof. As it stands 
now, there is a dark shadow over this transac- 
tion, which more light would either? remove 
or greatly blacken. \ 

In the one case the reputation of the police 
calls for light ; in the other the rights of the 
community and blood of the victim de- 
mands it.

During the delivery of Fernando Wood's 


speech yesterday he alluded to the Mormon 
war as an instance of the Government treating 


| by Commissioners with rebels in arms. and be 


spoke out the sentiments of most people by 
calling the Mormons “profligate outcasts.” 
This morning Kinney. the delegate from Utah. 
rose to a personal explanation, in which he 
opened furiously on Fernando, charging him 
with slandering and misrepresenting bis Mor- 
mon constituents, who. he asserted. had only 
stood up for their just rights when they were 
invaded by the tyranny of a corrupt Govern- 
ment, with John B. Floyd at its head. When 
Kinney asked what a man was to do when 
called upon to defend his family against an 
armed horde, be made a slip of the tongue and 
said, “if a manis called upon to defend bis, 
wives and children”—at which there was a 
langh all 6ver the House, in the midst of which 
the irate delegate corrected himself and said 
“wife.” He went on with a vigorous phillipic 
agninst Wood, who, he said. was more con- 
versant with the internal affairs of the rebel 
Cenfederacy than he was with Utab. Kinney 
made a first rate speech, showing up the 
character of the peace apostle, and in the 


vourse of his remarks, adverted to the rebel-. 


lion in New York city, which he insinuated 
Wood bas his share of the responsibility of ; 
and he also alluded to the fact that Wood: 
when Mayor of New York, had regretted that 
arms and munitions of war. destined for Ga.. 
had been stopped by the New York police. 
and that he had so expressed his regrets to the 
Governor of Georgia when applied to by tele- 
graph. Wood, in his brief reply, said that the 
goods referred to were stopped by the Metro- 
politan police before the war began. and be- 
fore there was ~ interruption of trade or 
commynication with the South. He gave 
Kinney a good slap when be said that he 
‘ Wood) bad quoted from the archieves of the 
Government in bis remarks npon Utah, and 
that the gentleman from that Territory might 
white talking “of the vile insfitytion of slav- 
ery.”’ have also spoken of that other institu- 
tion which was called in the Chicago Platform 
“that twin relic of barbarism ygumy.”’ 
The debate between Kioney and Wood was a 
very spicy one, the attention of the whole 
House being fixed upon the disputants. Wood 
lying back in his chair, smiling smoothly and 
serene, was perfect pictare of unraffled impu- 
dence. 


We don’t know why Mr. Kinney sboald be- 
come irate at what-is termed “a slip of the 
tongue,”’ nor why be should basten to correct 
bis statement. Surely, it is as well known. 
and we presume as little denied. in Wasbing- 
ton as in Utah, that polygamy is one of the 
institutions of this country. Not only is it 
not denied. but it is defended by its advocates 
of whom Mr. Kinney himself is one of the 
foremost. Plurality of wives is as mucha 
doctrine of the Church here in our midst, as is 
faith in Brigham the Prophet, or Joseph the 
Martyr.

At the suggestion of some gentleman, Dr. 
Sheldon removed the eyes of the woman and 

repared them for saabesinnin , and at the 
solicitation of detective officer Chappel, Messrs 
Bryan & Johnson, photegraphers, corner o* 
Olay and Kearney streets, consented to take 
all the necessary pictures. It was nearly 5 
o’clock before all the requisite preparations 
were finished ; in a moment more the picture 
was complete, and upon the surface of the 
glass plate many imagined that they could 
trace the outlines of a buman face—the nose 
aquiline, the forehead low and.receding, the 
eyes mere blotches. yet plainly perceptible. 
the eyebrows heavy and drak j from the nose 
down, the face looks is though it was covered 
with hair. At the first glance at the plate. 
one cag scarcely discover anything, but after 
& moment the eye, with the aid of the imagin- 
ation, will trace out the liniaments very 
plainly.

While 
miners wil} he thus protected, they must un- 
derstand. that no interference with the vested 
rights of the people of the Territory will be 
tolerated, and they are expected to conform 
in all things to the laws of the land which 
recognize in their fullest extent the claims of 


‘the bona fide settler on public lands. 


While the troops have been sent to this dis- 
trict to protect from a savage foe the homes 


interests of the natioa, they are also bere to 
preserve the public peace, secure to all the 
easings of liberty, and preserve 
intact, the honor, dignity and rights of the 
citizen, vested by a free Constitution. and 
which belong to the humblest equally with 
the highest in the land. This, their mission, 
a the duty of the undersigned to see ful- 
lled by kindly @ warns g Words, if possi- 
ble, bat if aot. still to enforced at ever 
hazard and at any cost. He cannot permit 
the public peace and the welfare of all, to be 
jeoparded by the foolish threats or wicked ae- 


tions of a few.
